those entided to draw on the Fund. As itis, 
Jooking at the proposition soberly, we cannot 
see where these contributions aretoend, As* 
the years roll on, the Fund would increase 
enormously until ‘contributions would no 
longer be necessary, the interest on the 
accumulated sum being more than enough 
to mect all requirements. - If in such b case 
the demand for contributions were suspend- 
ed, 2 great injustice would be done to those 
“whose contributions in the past had been 
confiscated. So to get over that difficulty,

Pressing over many pages of this interesting 
nanative of a journey through a wonderful 
country we arrive ot the stage where 
Mr. Hosié’s caravan, reached the steep 
hillside whose ridge marks the boundary 
between China’ and Thibet. Mr. Hosie 
describes how he met the Inma himself travel- 
ling in a green sedan chair borne by four Chi- 
nese bearers, with retiel bearers and escorted 
by a retinue of from thirty to forty men, Thi- 
belan and Chinese, some of the latter with but: | 
tons on their official hats. ‘There was a run- 
ning fire of questions as to their respective de»- 
tinations, and one grey-bearded old man asked 
Mr, Hosie whether he. was going into Thibet. 
When he answered that he was proceeding 
only as far.asthe frontier, he said, You have 
not far to go,” and such proved to be the case, 
for he soon arrived at the top of a steep hill- 
side the ridge of which forms the boundary 
line between the two countries. Under this 
brow he was met~by the Chinese authorit’es, 
who again begged him not to cross the 
boundary line, which lay a few yards above him. 

, AN INVASION RESISTED, 

‘Having beea reassured thot he had not-the 
slightest intention of setting afoot in.Thibet, 
they begged him to waita few minutes, until 
they made the necessary disposition of troops 
along the boundary line, which was guarded 
on the Thibetan side by armed sofdiers, Ina 
few minutes he was invited to ascend the brow, 
of the hill, where be: found: the Thibetan 
soldiers arrarged in a line running: north-east 
and south-west, In front of the Thibetan 
soldiers another line of Szechuan Thibetan 
soldiers, equal in number to the laiter, was 
drawn up. The Thibetan soldiers, who were 
armed with matchlocks and swords, were un- 
der the command of a Chief, and a lama with 
a. gilt pagoda hat stood by his side, There 
was perfect silence as, escorted by the Chinese 
authorities, he went up to the boundary stone 
which marks the frontier of the two countries, 
but’ he could see a fixed determination on the 
faces of tho troops to resist any attempt on his 
part to cross into Thibet. The boundary 
stone, which stands some. 30 yards to ‘the 
north-east of an obo by the roadside, is'a well. 
worn, four-sided pillar of sandstone, about 3 
feet in height, cach side measuring some 38 
inches. There was no ingcription on thestone,: 
and when unthinkingly he made a movement 
to look for. writing on the Thibetan side, the 
‘Chinese officials at once stepped in front of |” 
him and barred the road to Thibet.y * ae

6f collisions have been before the Courts, in 
Swhich junks were concerned, the chief point 
‘hus turned on the lights carried by the 
native craft, The Judges of the Supreme 
‘Court have repeatedly animadyerted on the 
character of the lights displayed, but without 
having legal provisious permitting the junk: 
inspectors to deal with offenders in this 
‘respect, the remonstrances have gone practi- 
cally ublieeded. Recently a case came up 
before the Puisne Judge, the owner of a 
stdam launch being sued for damages as the 
_ result'of'a collision with a junk, On that 
occasion there was prudiced in Court the 
lamp which it was alleged had been burn- 
ing borllliatifly atthe masthead of the junk.’ 
“A more dilapidated specimen of a lamp 
jt would have been impossible to imagine. 
The ‘wick was a picce of twine, and two sides 
of thic lamp were gone. Yet the occupants 
of the junk strongly asseverated their con-, 
victin that the lamp gave a brilliant light, 
‘and even’ suggested that it was as good a 
‘Tamp,ag the searchtight in, front of steamers 
passing through the Suez Canal. Anybody

been destroyed beyond the ‘possibility of 
repair the salvage of the Sully will now be 
essayed by means‘of further lightening her and 
pumping herdry Some of the pumps were 
sunk by the breaking up of the cofferdam, but 
as they are located it is expected they “will be 
recovered by the divers. another batch of whom 
have been requisitioned und leave for the scene 
either tormorruw or on Saturday.

A JAPANESE JOURNAL'S CRITICISM 


The NichieNicht devotes an article to the 
subject of the proposed Government Monopoly 
of sugar, of which it disapproves. “The report 
that the Government has under contemplation 
a proposal to make sugar a State Monopoly is 
now being persistently: circulated,” says the 
Tokyo journal, “and, judging’ from what the 
Government has done in schemes of a similar 
nature in the past, it is not at all improbable 
that it may at any moment decide upon such a 
monopoly. In these circumstances, it |s not 
out of place to recard our distinct disapproval 
of the proposed scheme before It is too late. 
The fact that it is fundamentally wrong for a 
Government ‘to engage. in any rofitemaking 
business is widely ‘admitted, the argument 
being that, State intervention or ownership 
militates against tho improvement and progress 
which, would be’ possible if industry ts left to 
(he.-competition of private individuals. The 
inferference of the Government in: business 
undertakings is permissible only where it is 
1 ascensiteted by the exigencies of administra: 
‘}tfon, ‘or the character of the industry is so ex- 
Lténal vepthat it cannot be absolutely necessary 
‘tre @ purposes of taxation, Sugar is ono of 
those commodities the taxation of which should 
be of a simple character, In such countries 
as France, Germany, and Austria-Hungary, 
where the production, of sugar ‘is of great. 
quantity, itis taxed by an ordinary pro- |
